CLOSED HIS CAREER. 


Suicide of a Prominent Citizen of 
St. Louis. 

Sr. Lovis. Oct. 28.— [By the Associated 
Press.] Oliver Garetison, an old and prom- 
inent citizen of St. Louis, committed su- 
cide this morning in Forest Park by shoot- 
ing himself through the head. For some 
time past he has been suffering from kla- 
ney trouble, and despondency over the in- 
curable ailment was undoubtedly the cause 
of his self-destruction. Deceased and his 
brother built the first steamboat to ply be- 
tween St. Louis and New Orleans. In 
1857 he was elected president of the Me- 
chanics’ Bank, in which position he served 
for 22 years. When president of the bank, 
during the receivership of the Missouri 
Pacific road, he was made vice-president of 
the road, and took it out of the hands of 
the receiver.

THEY MISSTATED IT. 


SOME SEWER-COMMISSION TES. 
TIMONY CONTRADICTED, 


A Number of People Who Say That 
Sickness and Death Attributed to 
Their Families Were Not Due to 
Sewage— What a Reporter Saw. 


Many citizens of the Florence district 
are considerably exercised over the 
sworn statements of some of their 
neighbors who wish to get rid of sewer 
irrigation. Yesterday a representa- 
tive of Tue Times spent several hours 
riding over the section referred to and 
interviewed a number of the most 
prominent residents. He did not find 
a single man who is opposed to sewer 
water. On the other hand they are 
firmly convinced that the section 
would never have amounted to any- 
thing bad it not been for sewer water. 
A few years ago Florence was a sandy 
desert, and there were but few people 
in Los Angeles county who had any 
idea that anything could be grown on 
the land, even with a plenty of water. 
The soil was very poor, and land could 
be bought for a mere song. 
It is a well-known fact among 
the old residents that it never 
would have amounted to ——s 
bad it not been for sewer water. 
few green spots in the spring and early 
summer were the only things torelieve 
the eye for miles around, while today 
it is a pleasant and fruitful country. 
The land has been enriched and will 
grow anything in the shape of vegeta- 
tion. All ot the streets and avenues 
are.shaded by magnificent trees, and 
thé hundreds of neat houses are sur- 
rounded by beautiful gardens and 
orchards. 

“And all this has been brought 
about by sewer water,’’ said one of the 
residents. Without this system of ir- 
rigation these beautiful improvements 
would be in some other part of the 
country, and squirrels and gophers 
would bein possession. Here is by far 
the most productive piece of land in 
this southern country. When the pro- 
jectors of the sewer irrigation 
system began to improve their 
lands the soil was 80 thin 
that nothing would grow, but 
today it is one massive garden, and a 
number of the land-owners have made 
a good thing on vegetables and fruits. 
Sewer irrigation has done it.“ 

It is charged by the anti-sewer irri- 
gation people that sickness prevails on 
all sides, and that it is almost impos- 
sible for anyone to live in the district. 
On the witness stand they stated that 
several persons had been taken sick 
during their residence down there and 
died from the eftects of foul gases that 
arose from the sewer water. Several 
ot these persons, who have corner lots 
to sell, and think eastern purchasers 
will be driven — 15 as soon us they are 
told that the land is irrigated from the 
sewers, are either beautiful fabricators, 
or they have been sadly fooled regard- 
ing the death of several Vernon peo- 
ple, for a number of the families where 
sickness or death occurred were called 
on, and each of them declared that 
sewage had bad nothing whatever todo 
with it.

The Council also unanimously passed 
the following resolution, introduced 
by Mr. Hamilton: 


WHEREAS, it has been claimed that the 
term of 50 years is too long for those who 
desired to bid for the city’s sewage; 

Resolved, that the City Clerk advertise 
for bids, said bids to be presented to the 
Council at 10 a.m., November 4, 1889, to 
take the sewage for terms of 10, 15, 20 or 25 
years from the southern boundary of the 
city at the following points: First, at the 
southwest patent corner; second, at or near 
the intersection of the Los Angeles River 
with the south patent boundary. Parties 
ae ok to be required to accompany their 
bids with a Bond of $5000 that they will 
enter into a contract for such purpose 
within 90 days. and in case the bid is ac- 
cepted, parties to give bonds in the sum of 
— — the faithful performance of their 
contrac 


This resolution is a very sensible im- 

ovement of the previous conditions 
under which bids were called for, and 
its unanimous adoption is creditable 
to the good sense and fairness of the 
Council. It is, in fact, the first legit- 
imate inducement that has been held 
out for offers on the part of land- 
owners. As we have already shown, 
previous conditions were altogether

As to the evidence given by the res- 
idents around Vernon, regarding the 
offensiveness of the sewage as hitherto 
used, granting that all that the most 
extreme of the witnesses allege is true, 
what has it to do with the case? It is 
not proposed to strew the sewage, in 
its crude state, upon the surface of 
the ground, there to fester in the sun, 
but to deodorize it; and to do this, as 
already remarked, it is by no means 
necessary to purchase anybody’s patent. 

The sewage question is all right; the 
Sewage Committee is all right; the 
City Council is all right, and every- 
thing will shortly be all right, ex- 
cept those few self-seeking, interested 
individuals who are anxious to line 
their pockets at the expense of the 
community. 


CALIFORNIA ON WHEELS. 


In a short time “California on 
Wheels” will start east. On this trip 
Southern California will be represented 
in the display, as she should have been 
before, and we in this section shall 
therefore watch the progress of the 
traveling exhibit with more than ordi- 
nary interest. 

Much practical benefit is expected to 
result from this exhibit, apart from 
the impetus which it may be expected 
to give to immigration. Weekly re- 
ports will be received by the State 
Board of Trade, including information 
regarding the sale of California prod- 
ucts in each town visited. If no house 
in the town is handling California 
fruit goods, the merchants of this 
State will be apprised of this fact, and 
the reasons explained. It is intended 
to create a demand among small deal- 
ers who at present cannot order green 
California fruits, and to bring the fruit 
to them without the aid of middlemen. 
Small dealers will be enabled to send 
in orders for lots of any size, and re- 
ceive the same at a freight rate of 
about 2 cents a pound. 

Such a carefully outlined scheme of 
practical work warrants the brightest 
anticipations of the success of the ex- 
hibit. The production of fine fruit in 
this State can be increased almost in- 
definitely, as the demand is created. 
Our fruit is ready for shipment about 
30 days before similar fruit is ripein 
the East, and with such an extensive 
market opened up throughout the 
country as that which is outlined 
above, there should be no question of 
over-supply. The appetite comes in 
eating. Once let the millions of east- 
ern fruit-eaters get a good taste of our 
horticultural products, and they will 
be eager for all we can supply at a rea- 
sonable price. Moderate freight rates 
and such a system of direct trading as 
that described will result in largely re- 
ducing the cost to the consumer. 

In this connection, however, it 
should be stated that exceptionally

large prices in the East. The San 
Francisco Bulletin makes the state- 
ment that one fruit-grower of this 
State received 15 cents a pound for his 
grapes on the vine. The fruit was ex- 
tra quality table grapes of the Flame 
Tokay variety, and the buyer, who 
also shipped them east, saw that they 
were carefully graded and packed. 
This carload, when it reached its point 
of destination, brought the sum of 
$2750, leaving a handsome profit in the 
hands of the shipper after all expenses 
were paid. Such an example as this 


in this State, at its best. 


THE following, from the San Fran- 
cisco Bulletin, shows very plainly the 
advantages of a competing line of rail- 
road:

For instance 
if the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé road 
can haul a carioad of oranges from Los 
Angeles to Denver for $200 on a short haul, 
the Southern Pacitic is allowed to charge 


through Sacramento. On freight shipped 
at mento, however, as there is no com- 
peting line, they are allowed to charge their 
regular rates. 

This is only one small instance of 
the many advantages the Santa Fé 


road has been to Southern California.

THE GROWING PEARL. 


“I HAD A DREAM WHICH WAS 
NOT ALL A DREAM.” 


A “Times” Reporter Dreams a Dream 
in the Cafe Cabrillo—Splendors of 
the Pearl Fisheries, “In Your 
Mind's Eye, Horatio.” 


A long rain is not favorable to the 
manufacturer of news, and during the 
recent downfall a TrMEs reporter gave 
it up, and sauntering into the Café 
Cabrillo sought surcease of sorrow in a 
glass of crackers.

IN HISTORY. 


Joum Knars, the poet, was the son. 
of a livery-stable keeper, who had 
risen to comfort by marrying his mas- 
ter’s daughter, and was born in Moor- 
fields, London, October 29, 1795. His 
father was an energetic little man of 
much natural talent. He was killed 
by falling from a horse when John was 
years old. His mother, a tall woman 

brave demeanor, after lingering 
several years with consumption, died 
in 1810. A fortune of £2000 was inher- 
ited by John. He was early sent to 
boarding-school, where he was remark- 
able for his terrier-like character, as 
well as for his good humor and love of 
frolic. At 15 he was apprenticed to a 
surgeon and apothecary, and though 
an insatiable and indiscriminate reader 
of books, he showed no peculiar bias in 
his taste until 1812, when he read 
Spepser’s “Fairy Queen.“ This poem 
lit the fire of his genius. A 
world of delight seemed revealed to 
him. He could speak of nothing but 
Spenser. He got whole passages of 
the poem by heart, and would dwell on 
certain parts of it with ecstasy. From 
Spenser he passed to Chaucer, Shakes- 
peare and Milton, and bis friend Cow- 
den Clarke introduced him to the 
Greek poets through the medium of 
translations. Removing to London to 
‘“‘walk the hospitals,“ he became ac- 
uainted with Leigh Hunt, Shelley 
Haslett and other men of letters, an 
one evening was introduced to Words- 
worth, to whom he recited his Hymn 
to Pan,“ which Shelley had praised as 
a sure pledge of ultimate excellence. 
Wordsworth listened to the hymn, and 
then grimly remarked: It is a pretty 
iece of paganism!’’ Keats published 
is first book of poems in 
1817, but attracted no atten- 
tion. Next year he tried again 
with Endymion,“ for which he was 
ridiculed in the reviews and recom- 
mended to return to his apotheca 
shop. In 1820 appeared Lamia, 
“The Eve of St. Agnes“ and other 
poems. These three swall volumes, 
issued within three years, comprised 
the finished business of his literary 
life. In 1820 pulmonary consumption 
appeared in the hitherto healthy con- 
stitution of Keats. One evening when 
in bed, after coughing and raising 
blood, he called for a candle and said: 
know the color of that blood; it is 
arterial blood. I cannot be deceived 
in that color. That drop is my death 
warrant. I must die. His inheritance 
of £2000 was gone, and he was in the 
deepest agony. Accompanied by his 
friend Severn, hesought relief in Italy, 
und died in Rome, February 23, 1821, 
at the age of 25 years and 4 months. 
JEAN LE ROND D’ALEMBERT, a 
French geometer and scientific 
of great merit and distinction, was 
born in Parisin1717. While still a 
young man, he wrote his celebrated 
memoir on the Integral Calculus, and 
was offered nsions and important 
9 by Frederick the Great of 

russia, and Catharine II. of Russia. 
At the age of 37, d’Alembert was 
elected a member of the French Acad- 
emy. He died October 29, 1788. 
D’Alembert was one of the most con- 
spicuous and influential of that bod 
of men of letters, who, under the load 
erahip of Voltaire, paved the way for 
the French Revolution. 

Sin WALTER’ RALEIGH, the cele- 
brated English navigator and author 
was born in 1652. After studying at 
Oxford, he gained distinction in the 
Huguenot wars in Fra and 1580 
‘fought with success against the insur- 
gents in Ireland. Gaining the favor 
of Elizabeth, he acquired 12,000 acres 
of forfeited land in that island, and in 
1584 was granted a royal 
power to plant colonies in North 
America. In 1594 he made a voy 
to South America and explored the 
Orinoco, for which he was promoted 
to the rank of rear admiral. The day 
of Elizabeth’s death was the birthday 
fof Raleigh’s misfortunes. He never 
was a favorite of James I. 
from the t, and was soon 
arrested on a false charge of 
high treason, as an accomplice of Lord 
Cobham, and convicted without evi- 
dence in 1603. He prepared for im- 
mediate execution, but was reprieved, 
and imprisoned for 13 years, when he

there died October 29, 1636, aged 84. 
Showing the first occasion and reason 
thereof. With epitaphsand elegies on 
the late deceased gentleman, wholyeth 
buried in St. Giles Church, near Crip-
